The Title of Royal Highnefs is not in the leaft to prejudice his prefent Ma- 
jefty’s Intereft, nor the Queen’s, nor ip any manner to ieflen the Force and Vi- 
gour of the A& of Government, in which its faid, That the Succeflion of the 
Crown: after their Majefties Deceafe, fhall be in all Refpeés EleGive. It was 
this Day propofed to depute 300 Perfons out of all the Nobility to form a Dict 
of the ‘A embly of the Nobles; infuch-fort, that the other 700 fhould have nei- 
ther Voice nor Place in future Diets. As this Propofition feemed to have no o- 
ther View, but the Suppreffion of the new Nobility (in as much asthe ancient 
Families would not fail to be chofen to form the faid Deputation of 300 ) it was 
rejeGed with a great deal of Noife.
